Announcement by professors at Stanford University that they 
are “90 per cent sure” they will build an electronic spectrohelio- 
graph near Menlo Park should be greeted with enthusiasm here- 
abouts. 

Old ‘Sol, who's going to be inspected by means of radio-wave 
photographs made with the device, always has been kind to folks 
in this area, and it’s only just that an interest — sort of a reciprocal 
one — be taken by those who bask here in his rays.

The sun itself, however, has been 
around a long time, and hardly can be considered news any more.

“The sun has a diameter of 864,100 miles and is distant, 
on the average, 92,900,000 miles from the Earth.

The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 years

Dan Parker of the New York Daily Mirror now features a box on 
homers in each issue of his paper. . . . He calls it the “Daily Market 
Report on the New York Sock Exchange.”. . . It includes tallies on 
the batting marks of Mickey Mantle, Yogi Berra, Roy Campanella and 
Willie Mays. . . . A lot of noise was made about the record 50 home 
runs hit in the major leagues on Memorial Day, but another major 
league record set the same day went almost unnoticed. ... A total 
of 101 pitchers saw action in the eight double headers, more than on 
any other single day in history. . . . The previous record was 83 on 
Memorial Day of 1950. . . . Which was also the day the previous home 
run record was set. . . . On the subject of home runs, Menlo-Atherton 
baseball Coach Howard Costello’s mouth waters every time he thinks 
of Phil Arnaudo, the Little League slugger who will be entering high 
school soon... . After Arnaudo had hit four home runs in his first 
four games, All American Market Manager Horace Aubertine decided 
to take no chances. .. . In the next game Aubertine had his pitchers 
walk Arnaudo intentionally four straight times—including once with 
the bases loaded. . . . Menlo Lions’ pitcher Bob Gugliemetti decided 
to try the same strategy the next day. . . . Gugliemetti got one of his 
pitches a little too close to the plate, however, and Arnaudo belted 
the ball over the centerfield scoreboard. . . . Menlo School's annual 
summer program opened this week with another terrific lineup of 
coaches. ... Working under Athletic Director Bo Molenda are Gor- 
don Soltau (football), Mel Patton (track), Bob Feerick (basketball), 
Nort Thornton Jr. (swimming) and George Wolfman (baseball)... . 
The program (for boys 13 to 15 years old) features one sport each of 
six weeks. with instruction and competition. ... Menlo is always 
overwhelmed with applications for the program soon after registration 
is opened early in the spring. . . . Charley Dumas, who became the 
world’s first 7-foot high jumper last Friday, cleared only 6-4 in win- 
ning the state junior college title for Compton in May. . . . Reading 
the list of top prep track marks in the nation is almost the same 
as reading the top marks in California. . . .

the basic design of a! 
garden should almost do this. One} 
can plant disease and drought re | 


take care of. Once it has started, 
the weeds, dust and mud are lit- 
tle problem. 

We have been enjoying our lawn 
for two years, but I am still strug- 
gling with an ivy patch that is tak- 
ing a long time to thicken. If you 
have a power mower it really does 
} not take much more time to cut 
a big piece of lawn. 

It is essential to have edges the 
lawn mower can run over, and en- 
ough hose outlets to simplify wa- 
tering. I have found the big sprink- 
ler heads (mine covers a radius of 
| 50 feet) marvelous, and even more 
effective ‘than many small ones. 
Three outlets (we move the 
sprinkler head from spot to spot) 
cover our huge front lawn. 

I could not do without flowers 
in my summer garden, but I do 
plant easy-to-grow, long season 
flowers like petunias and: mavri- 
golds. There are tricks of design 
that help, too. One large flower 
bed to weed and water is easier 
than three or four isolated ones. 
CHORES 

What are the chores that must 
be done regularly to keep up your 
property? 

They include mowing the lawn. 
trimming edges, keeping down 
weeds and the insect population. 
keeping plants growing by fertil-} 


izing, staking, pruning, watering. 
and happily, harvesting flowers | 
and fruit. Summarized in this 


fashion, the chores sound formida- } 
ble. But taken on weekend by 
weekend as the need for one or 
another arises, it is not so discour- | 
aging. 

Watering is a once a week chore | 
most of California’s summer. It 
can be pleasant and easy when 
there is a sprinkler system or lots 


of hose. Most important, beware 
of light sprinkling (which draws | 
root systems to the surface) or 


continuous soaking (which auiven| 
air out of the soil). You can apply | 
water until it stands in puddles, | 

but do this just once a week. | 

If you water by hand, do it 

slowly. You can combine several | 
jobs and stay on the end of the | 
hose long enough to do good. 

As you move along slowly, pull | 
up weeds, mound the soii around | 
plants that need extra sunport, tie | 
up those that need staking, and} 
pinch back those that are too tall, | 
collect all diseased leaves, insects 
and dead flowers in a bag clipped 
to your belt. I build up mounds in 
a circle around trees and shrubs { 
and can irrigate my side yards by 

; standing on the sidewalk and fill-| 
ing up the first hole, which spills 
over into the next, ard so on. 

Mulching lessens the need for 
watering. I use all my giass clip- 
pings around annual flowers and 
vegetables and wish I had more 
A heavier mulch of peat cr leaf 
mold around shrubs is good. There | 

are also natural ground covers you 
can plant like vinca, baby’s tears, 
wild strawberry which will give 
you year to year coverage. 
WAR ON INSECTS 

Some warring with chemicals is 
essential. I like to use the spray- 
ers that work off the garten hose. 


They are easy to carry about and} 
do their own mixing. Aerosol 
bombs loaded with DDT, lindane 


or rotenone are also easy and neat 
to use. Fertilizers come in liquid | 
form and can be applied with the, 
hose-spray, which nicely solves 
the problem of food AND water. | 
Weeds in the lawn can be han-| 
dled by chemicals, but nothing) 
takes the place of cultivating the | 
soi] in flower beds and vegetable | 
gardens to remove weeds, ‘et in} 
air, and improve the texture cf the 
soil.
